ness from a reeking brothel lhat 
he used to run over on Halstead 
streel, Chicago, was a magnificent 
dynamo of human energy. 
There 


was nothing offensive about Willie 
Mat you can discover in the record 
of old Pndway's oralions to the un- 
derworld mob at their annual con- 
ventions. But his drcarn prince was 
George Scalise, also a bargaining 
agent and traffic manager for pro- 
stitutes in his earlier 
days 
and 


also, in the fulfillment of his career, 
a client and dear personal friend 
of Joe Padway. 


This was after Browne, Bioff and 


Scaiisc had been promoted by the 
Caponc mob to the control of the 
moving piclure and building serv- 
ice unions, and Browne had been 
boosled inlo the executive council 
of the American federalion of labor 
itself. There Browne sat in the com- 
pany of William Green, Ihe presi- 
dent:, and old 
blubber-head 
Dan 


Tobin, Ihe president of the team- 
sters, and old mushmouth Joe Pad- 
way who pretended 
they 
didn't 


know a thing wrong about 
their 


rodent friend and refused to lift a 
hand or say a word to convict him 
or the others even 'after it had be- 
come plain to everyone else that 
they all were monstrous 
crooks. 


The general executive body of the 
American federation of 
labor 
is 


comparable lo the cabinet of 
the 


United Stales and Padway's 
role 


was roughly equivalent to that of 
the 
attorney 
general. 
However, 


there was Ihis difference, that until 
I slarled asking questions and dig- 
ging up the answers myself, 
he 


swung a heavy prestige in the U. S. 
A. He used to be referred to as a 
"labor spokesman," when he was 
actually only the spokesman 
for 


Ihe union bosses and was drawin 
an enormous income for it. 


When I caught Padway on the 


petition to President Roosevelt for 
a full pardon for Scalise he said 
he just thought a man who had 
committed a boyish error —Scal- 
ise was prostituting a girl on tour 
with a carnival when he was only 
IS—that a man who had erred as 
a boy shouldn't be penalized all 
the rest of his life. That was Pad- 
way's story lo me. And, although 
he admitted that he had received 
a fee of $1,000, he insisted thai it 
was legilimale pay from Ihe union 
for 
drawing 
up 
a 
conslitution. 


Scalise had the first and last word 
about everything 
in the union, as 


Padway 
certainly 
was smart 


enough to know. Then I looked up 
Ihe constitution of the building ser- 
vice union and discovered that it 
was just the standard lodge-meel- 
IIP trash and yellow-dog stuff that 
all the union highbinders use. Pad- 
way Ihcn said, oh yes, but the 
new constitutional provisions which 
:ie had drawn up for the $1,000 had 
never been crnDodied in the con- 
lUlulion. 


After Scaiisc blew up and Gov- 


ernor Tom Dewey 
sent 
him 
lo 


prison there was a scramble for 
Ihe office records and out of the 
'ilos came a letlcr on Ihe leller- 
icad of Joseph A. Padway general 
counsel, American Federation 
of 


" abor, Tower bldg., Washington, 
D. C. addressed to Scalise presi- 
dent, and saluling him as "Dear 
Deorge." II was daled Jan. 21 
1940, 
u few days afler the expose, 


and it sympathized with Scalise 
and abhorred Pegler. 


Toward the close it said: "You 


must be maintained in this labor 
movement for the good you have 
clone and 
Ihe good you will do. 


Remember, I am with you 100 per 
cent. You certainly can count on 
me to help you and I will consider 
it a privilege to do so. With my 
esteem and good wishes, I am your 
friend (signed) Joe."

Hannegan is understood to favor 
Sullivan, who also has suppor 
within the White House. Other ad 
ministration elements are backing 
Anderson. 
Hannegan, who is due back from 


a Hawaiian vacation for the high 
iy-sig;iificant meeting, is definitely 
loins to quit his post as Democrat 
chairman for reasons of health 
He has been suffering from hy 
perlension which required surgery 
This has left him physically un 
equal to' holding down both the po 
litical job and the postmaster gen 
eralship. He is not expected to qui 
his role as nation's chief postman 
immediately, although traditionally 
that job has gone along with, the 
party chairmanship. 
The meeting between the presi- 
dent and Hannegan has been has- 
tened because Mr. Truman 
may 
leave for Rio de Janiero in.a few 
days and. prty leaders are anxious 
to gel the • party machinery in ord- 
er for next year's campaign with- 
out delay. 
Hannegan's backing for Sullivan 
an intense young Irishman from 
Providence, R. I., who cut his po- 
litical teeth in Chicago's machine 
politics, is seen inthe fact that he 
was responsible for bringing Sulli- 
van to Washington as an assistant 
postmaster. 
It was Hannegan's idea to put 
Sullivan inthe post of executive 
director, where for the last six 
months he has been virtually run- 
ning the party machinery clue to 
Hannegan's illness.

In true purpura, bleeding oc- 


curs, without obviolls cause, into 
the skin and organs. Bleeding from 
the uterus, nose and mouth, stom- 
ach and. intestines, kidneys and 
backs of the eyes 
is common. 


Brain hemorrhage develops in one 
out of every 10 patients. In addi- 
,ion to this special variety of pur- 
pura, there are other which'deve- 
op as symptoms of infections, nu- 
Lritional deficiency, chronic wast- 
ing disease, or following the ad- 
ministration of certain drugs. 
True purpura is more common 


in young women, although it may 
occur in both sexes at any age. 
The 
condition is due to excessive 


thinness of the blood vessels, and 
too few, or imperfect, blood plate- 
lets (special cells when assist in 
clotting of the blood). 
Patients 
suspected 
of having 
true purpura can be tested for 
their bleeding tendencies. In real 
purpura, a needle prick in the skin 
may 
bleed for nours. When a 


sample of the blood is drawn into 
a test tube, it may clot in the usual 
time, but the clot is top soft to 
hold up in the circulating blood 
stream and plug a hole which is 
causing bleeding. A piece of the 
bone 
marrow may be removed 


through a tiny skin incision over 
the sternum and the condition of 
the blood cells studied.

transfusions may be lifesaying. 


Hcmoval of the spleen in true 
purpura is more apt to be success- 
iul 11 tne -patient is under 30 years 
of age. Medicines may be admin- 
istered'for the milder forms, al- 
though only one-third of true pur- 
pura pateints will be benefited. 


May be An Allergy 
Patients with purpura 
should 
be examined for possible causes 
of their bleeding, such as taking 
sleeping and headache remedies, 
arsenic and quinine and particul- 
larly gold salts. In some patients 
the condition seems to be on an 
allergic basis. 
Spleen removal failures are most 


common in those varieties of true 
purpura in which the condition has 
become chronic (older 
persons) 


and in those in which the bone 
marrow is defective and cannot 
make new platelets. Although the 
operation causes all bleeding to 
stop immediately, patients should 
be careful because further hemor- 
rhage may develop in some cases. 


QUESTION: I am 24 years old, 
and am bowlegged. Can my legs 
be straightened? Would cod liver 
oil help? 
ANSWER: It is too late for cod 


liver oil to help.

chairman for reasons of health 
He has been suffering from hy 
perlension which required surgery 
This has left him physically un 
equal to' holding down both the po 
litical job and the postmaster gen 
eralship. He is not expected to qui 
his role as nation's chief postman 
immediately, although traditionally 
that job has gone along with, the 
party chairmanship. 
The meeting between the presi-

thinness of the blood vessels, and 
too few, or imperfect, blood plate- 
lets (special cells when assist in 
clotting of the blood). 
Patients 
suspected 
of having 
true purpura can be tested for 
their bleeding tendencies. In real 
purpura, a needle prick in the skin 
may 
bleed for nours. When a 


sample of the blood is drawn into 
a test tube, it may clot in the usual 
time, but the clot is top soft to 
hold up in the circulating blood 
stream and plug a hole which is 
causing bleeding. A piece of the 
bone 
marrow may be removed 


through a tiny skin incision over 
the sternum and the condition of 
the blood cells studied.

arsenic and quinine and particul- 
larly gold salts. In some patients 
the condition seems to be on an 
allergic basis. 
Spleen removal failures are most 


common in those varieties of true 
purpura in which the condition has 
become chronic (older 
persons) 


and in those in which the bone 
marrow is defective and cannot 
make new platelets. Although the 
operation causes all bleeding to 
stop immediately, patients should 
be careful because further hemor- 
rhage may develop in some cases.

This has left him physically un 
equal to' holding down both the po 
litical job and the postmaster gen 
eralship. He is not expected to qui 
his role as nation's chief postman 
immediately, although traditionally 
that job has gone along with, the 
party chairmanship.

In true purpura, bleeding oc- 


curs, without obviolls cause, into 
the skin and organs. Bleeding from 
the uterus, nose and mouth, stom- 
ach and. intestines, kidneys and 
backs of the eyes 
is common. 


Brain hemorrhage develops in one 
out of every 10 patients. In addi- 
,ion to this special variety of pur- 
pura, there are other which'deve- 
op as symptoms of infections, nu- 
Lritional deficiency, chronic wast- 
ing disease, or following the ad- 
ministration of certain drugs. 
True purpura is more common 


in young women, although it may 
occur in both sexes at any age. 
The 
condition is due to excessive 


thinness of the blood vessels, and 
too few, or imperfect, blood plate- 
lets (special cells when assist in 
clotting of the blood). 
Patients 
suspected 
of having 
true purpura can be tested for 
their bleeding tendencies. In real 
purpura, a needle prick in the skin 
may 
bleed for nours. When a 


sample of the blood is drawn into 
a test tube, it may clot in the usual 
time, but the clot is top soft to 
hold up in the circulating blood 
stream and plug a hole which is 
causing bleeding. A piece of the 
bone 
marrow may be removed 


through a tiny skin incision over 
the sternum and the condition of 
the blood cells studied.

May be An Allergy 
Patients with purpura 
should 
be examined for possible causes 
of their bleeding, such as taking 
sleeping and headache remedies, 
arsenic and quinine and particul- 
larly gold salts. In some patients 
the condition seems to be on an 
allergic basis. 
Spleen removal failures are most 


common in those varieties of true 
purpura in which the condition has 
become chronic (older 
persons) 


and in those in which the bone 
marrow is defective and cannot 
make new platelets. Although the 
operation causes all bleeding to 
stop immediately, patients should 
be careful because further hemor- 
rhage may develop in some cases.

In true purpura, bleeding oc- 


curs, without obviolls cause, into 
the skin and organs. Bleeding from 
the uterus, nose and mouth, stom- 
ach and. intestines, kidneys and 
backs of the eyes 
is common. 


Brain hemorrhage develops in one 
out of every 10 patients. In addi- 
,ion to this special variety of pur- 
pura, there are other which'deve- 
op as symptoms of infections, nu- 
Lritional deficiency, chronic wast- 
ing disease, or following the ad- 
ministration of certain drugs. 
True purpura is more common 


in young women, although it may 
occur in both sexes at any age. 
The 
condition is due to excessive 


thinness of the blood vessels, and 
too few, or imperfect, blood plate- 
lets (special cells when assist in 
clotting of the blood). 
Patients 
suspected 
of having 
true purpura can be tested for 
their bleeding tendencies. In real 
purpura, a needle prick in the skin 
may 
bleed for nours. When a 


sample of the blood is drawn into 
a test tube, it may clot in the usual 
time, but the clot is top soft to 
hold up in the circulating blood 
stream and plug a hole which is 
causing bleeding. A piece of the 
bone 
marrow may be removed 


through a tiny skin incision over 
the sternum and the condition of 
the blood cells studied.

Medicines may be admin- 
istered'for the milder forms, al- 
though only one-third of true pur- 
pura pateints will be benefited. 


May be An Allergy 
Patients with purpura 
should 
be examined for possible causes 
of their bleeding, such as taking 
sleeping and headache remedies, 
arsenic and quinine and particul- 
larly gold salts. In some patients 
the condition seems to be on an 
allergic basis. 
Spleen removal failures are most 


common in those varieties of true 
purpura in which the condition has 
become chronic (older 
persons) 


and in those in which the bone 
marrow is defective and cannot 
make new platelets. Although the 
operation causes all bleeding to 
stop immediately, patients should 
be careful because further hemor- 
rhage may develop in some cases.

liver oil to help.

In true purpura, bleeding oc- 


curs, without obviolls cause, into 
the skin and organs. Bleeding from 
the uterus, nose and mouth, stom- 
ach and. intestines, kidneys and 
backs of the eyes 
is common. 


Brain hemorrhage develops in one 
out of every 10 patients. In addi- 
,ion to this special variety of pur- 
pura, there are other which'deve- 
op as symptoms of infections, nu- 
Lritional deficiency, chronic wast- 
ing disease, or following the ad- 
ministration of certain drugs. 
True purpura is more common 


in young women, although it may 
occur in both sexes at any age. 
The 
condition is due to excessive 


thinness of the blood vessels, and 
too few, or imperfect, blood plate- 
lets (special cells when assist in 
clotting of the blood). 
Patients 
suspected 
of having 
true purpura can be tested for 
their bleeding tendencies. In real 
purpura, a needle prick in the skin 
may 
bleed for nours. When a 


sample of the blood is drawn into 
a test tube, it may clot in the usual 
time, but the clot is top soft to 
hold up in the circulating blood 
stream and plug a hole which is 
causing bleeding. A piece of the 
bone 
marrow may be removed 


through a tiny skin incision over 
the sternum and the condition of 
the blood cells studied.

Medicines may be admin- 
istered'for the milder forms, al- 
though only one-third of true pur- 
pura pateints will be benefited. 


May be An Allergy 
Patients with purpura 
should 
be examined for possible causes 
of their bleeding, such as taking 
sleeping and headache remedies, 
arsenic and quinine and particul- 
larly gold salts. In some patients 
the condition seems to be on an 
allergic basis. 
Spleen removal failures are most 


common in those varieties of true 
purpura in which the condition has 
become chronic (older 
persons) 


and in those in which the bone 
marrow is defective and cannot 
make new platelets. Although the 
operation causes all bleeding to 
stop immediately, patients should 
be careful because further hemor- 
rhage may develop in some cases.

liver oil to help.

Hannegan, who is due back from 


a Hawaiian vacation for the high 
iy-sig;iificant meeting, is definitely 
loins to quit his post as Democrat 
chairman for reasons of health 
He has been suffering from hy 
perlension which required surgery 
This has left him physically un 
equal to' holding down both the po 
litical job and the postmaster gen 
eralship. He is not expected to qui 
his role as nation's chief postman 
immediately, although traditionally 
that job has gone along with, the 
party chairmanship. 
The meeting between the presi- 
dent and Hannegan has been has- 
tened because Mr. Truman 
may 
leave for Rio de Janiero in.a few 
days and. prty leaders are anxious 
to gel the • party machinery in ord- 
er for next year's campaign with- 
out delay.

In true purpura, bleeding oc- 


curs, without obviolls cause, into 
the skin and organs. Bleeding from 
the uterus, nose and mouth, stom- 
ach and. intestines, kidneys and 
backs of the eyes 
is common. 


Brain hemorrhage develops in one 
out of every 10 patients. In addi- 
,ion to this special variety of pur- 
pura, there are other which'deve- 
op as symptoms of infections, nu- 
Lritional deficiency, chronic wast- 
ing disease, or following the ad- 
ministration of certain drugs. 
True purpura is more common 


in young women, although it may 
occur in both sexes at any age. 
The 
condition is due to excessive 


thinness of the blood vessels, and 
too few, or imperfect, blood plate- 
lets (special cells when assist in 
clotting of the blood). 
Patients 
suspected 
of having 
true purpura can be tested for 
their bleeding tendencies. In real 
purpura, a needle prick in the skin 
may 
bleed for nours. When a 


sample of the blood is drawn into 
a test tube, it may clot in the usual 
time, but the clot is top soft to 
hold up in the circulating blood 
stream and plug a hole which is 
causing bleeding. A piece of the 
bone 
marrow may be removed 


through a tiny skin incision over 
the sternum and the condition of 
the blood cells studied.

Hcmoval of the spleen in true 
purpura is more apt to be success- 
iul 11 tne -patient is under 30 years 
of age. Medicines may be admin- 
istered'for the milder forms, al- 
though only one-third of true pur- 
pura pateints will be benefited. 


May be An Allergy 
Patients with purpura 
should 
be examined for possible causes 
of their bleeding, such as taking 
sleeping and headache remedies, 
arsenic and quinine and particul- 
larly gold salts. In some patients 
the condition seems to be on an 
allergic basis. 
Spleen removal failures are most 


common in those varieties of true 
purpura in which the condition has 
become chronic (older 
persons) 


and in those in which the bone 
marrow is defective and cannot 
make new platelets. Although the 
operation causes all bleeding to 
stop immediately, patients should 
be careful because further hemor- 
rhage may develop in some cases. 


QUESTION: I am 24 years old, 
and am bowlegged. Can my legs 
be straightened? Would cod liver 
oil help? 
ANSWER: It is too late for cod 


liver oil to help.

Istria had opened "war" on church 
activity, resulting in the beheading 
of thc priest, the reported mutila- 
tion murder of another and

beating of a third. 


Santin said the outbursts of anti- 


clerical violence in Yugoslav-occu- 
pied Istria were links in a cam- 
paign against church influence in 
Yugoslavia. 


A few hours after the decapita- 
tion of one priest was disclosed, 
Trieste newspapers reported 
the 
discovery in an Istrian wood of the 
mutilated bodv of Father Kristian 
parish priest of Golazzo. 


Thc priest disappeared last week, 


the pi ess reported, speculating that 
lie was kidnaped as he was re- 
turning from giving doctrinal 
in- 
struction at Mune. 


The victim of the beheading was 
Father Miro Buselich, Croat assist- 
ant director of the Pisino Semi- 
nary. Santm 
said 
a Communist 
mob attacked the church at Lanis- 
chic where Buselich was conduct- 
ing confirmation ceremonies, 
cut 
his head off with two slashes of a 
big knife, and beat Msgr. 
Jacob 


Ukmar, 70, a Slovene priest spe- 
cially delegated by the people to 
conduct confirmations. 


Visibly shaken by reports of the 
a n t i-clerical 
violence, 
Santin 
charged that "this is war against 
confirmations" and cried, 
"Whom 


shall I send to confirm the chil- 
dren?" 


Thc bishop nimsclf was attacked 


by a mob at Capodistria in June. 
Since then he had been unable to 
circulate freely to conduct confir- 
mation ceremonies. He asked Pope 
Pius to grant special authority to 
Ukmar to make a 
confirmation 
tour of Istria. 


He said Ukmar was well liked 


by Catholic Slav peasants and "I 
believed he was 
persona 
grata 


even to thc Yugoslav authorities." 
Buselich accompanied Ukmar 
be- 


cause of his position with the Pi- 
sino seminary in the area where 
the confirmations were 
to 
take 
place. 


"In various parishes both priests 


met organized hostile groups who 
pelted them with ripe tomatoes and 
rotten eggs," the bishop said. "The 
riots were comazed at Lanischie, 
where a Communist gang with red 
flags attacked the church." 


Despite the disorders, the priests 


had managed to complete the con- 
firmation of about 200 children, San- 
tin said, before they had to take 
refuge in the parish priest's house. 
The mob stormed-the cottage and 
dragged the priests outside, he 
said. 


Both men were beaten badly, and 
then Buselich's head was cut o 
The crowd scattered, he said, when 
Ukmar collapsed, 
suffering from 


blows about the head and over the 
kidneys. 


Santin said that the mob beat 


the parish priest's mother when it 


was unable to find the priest, Friar 
Cck. 


"The events are an obvious link 


in a clear pattern of organized Com- 
munist opposition to church influ- 
ence among the youth of Yugoslav- 
occupied territory," 
the 
bishop 
said. 


Last year Msgr. Carlo Margotti 
was stoned and chased from 
the 


Yugoslav zone where he had gone 
on a confirmation tour. Santin Him- 
self was the next victim, and thc 
attack brought a Vatican declara- 
tion of the excommunication of all 
who took part in it. 


Santin said thc auxiliary bishop 


of Ljubljana, Msgr. Vouk, recently 
was stoned and chased while try- 
ing to carry out confirmations. 


Santin said the Vatican had been 


informed of Buselich's death. 
He 
said he "considered it useless" to 
ask the military government 
for 


support because "on previous oc- 
casions the AMG did not deign to 
acknowledge 
our 
written com- 
plaint." 


The AMG said it had no informa- 


tion concerning Buselich's death 
and the matter was not under AMG 
or Allied jurisdiction.

'Tiny' Rock Is 
Discovered Flying

Cambridge, Mass., Aug. 2G 


— (/P)— A tiny, hitherto unknown 
member of thc solar system — • 
a rock two or three miles in 
diameter — flying in a great 
circle around the sun, has been 
discovered by C. A. Wirtanon, 
Lick Observatory, California, 
the Harvard Observatory re- 
ported today. 


The asteriod, of about 15th 


magnitjde when first obberved 
on photographic plates, is

too faint to be seen by the un- . 
aided eye. Dr. Fred L. Whip- 
pie of the Harvard College Ob- 
servatory, clearing house for 
astronomical information, esti- 
mated the size of the rock and
